RUSHED TO HOSPITAL 


He was rushed to the hospital 


in the Albaugh Co., ambulence im- 
mediately after the accident where 
he -showed grit which is not often 
seen from a man in the condition 
he was in. He talked to hospital 
attaches while his injuries were 
being treated and showed wonder- 
ful wil} power -until the time-of his 
death. In extremely critical con- 
dition from the time he was struck 
by the train, he lived for over eight 
hours. 


The accident is said to have hap- 


pened when Davis stepped from be- 
hind an east bound train into the 
path of the yard engine which was 
operating at the extreme east end 
of the company's yards. He was 
carrying a sack of meal and was 
on his way home from the home 
of his father, Daniel Davis, who 
lives in the rear of the Winorr 
Co , when the accident occurred. 
The engine was stopped and the 
Albaugh Co., called.

forseen set-backs "we will over- 
come world influences and will 
lead the march of prosperity as we» 
have always done hitherto "

themselves, he said, than by any 
legislative action or executive pro- 
nouncement. 


Of prohibition and its enforce- 


ment President Hoover said not a 
word. Presumably he left out all

'he did not say so. In any event, 
he ignored the subject completely. 
It marked the first time in 10 
years that a presidential message 
has not had a great deal to say 
about it.
